Rome, April 14.—The pope has rallied | 
in a most worferful manner from the | 
| Serious attack 


from which he suf- 
fered yesterday. He appeared to be 
on the point of death last night: the 
physicians’ reports tonight stating that 
the danger point for the present at 
least, has been passed. Dr. Amici paid 
a visit to the sick room shortly be- 
fore midnight. Although the pope's 
temperature had increased slightly he 
found the general condition sgatisfac- 
He administered a heart stim- 
ulant and soon the pope went to sleep. 
Breathing Much Easter. 

Throughout the day the temperature 
was normal, the pulse remained at 
about 85 and the respiration 26. This 
indicated a considerable amelioration 
in the bronchial symptoms which was 
evidenced by easier breathing and 
freedom for long periods from cough. 

In addition, the pope was able to 
take some nourishment, and he showed 
much interest in what was happening 
about him. When Professor Mar- 
chiafava allowed the pontiff's nephew 
to enter the room, there was an af- 
fecting scene. The frail and aged 
pontiff and the young and robust priest 
embraced tenderly, the latter being un- 
able to restrain hig emotion at finding 
the pope so changed physically. 

Professor Marchiafava tonight re- 
peated his assurances that if prudence 
were exercised the pope would recover. 
He declared that his examination of 
the chest showed that the inflamma- 
tion which yesterday was marked on 
the left side, has been checked and 
was actually diminishing, while the 
bronchial sounds were less noticeable. 

He Dreamed of Venice. 

After his afternoon sleep it was ob- 
served that the pontiff looked bright 
and happy. Although he was advised 
not to talk, he insisted on explaining 
how he had just awaked from a most 
wonderful dream. He seemed, he said, 
to have returned to his beloved Venice.

MOTHER STUMBLED 
, OVER DEAD BODIES 


And Fell in a Dead Faint. 
After Killing the Children 


Father Covered the Bodies 
Before Shooting Himself. 


Fitchburg, Mass., April 14.—Ernest 
Moschner, eged 35, murdered his four 
children and then killed himself by 
shooting at his home here today. Con- 
tinued il] health made the man tem- 
porarily insane, the police believe. 

Moschner’s wife, upon returning 
from work, discovered the bodies of 
her children and husband with bullet 
holes in their heads. 

The murdered children were: 

ELSIE, aged 12; MYRTLE, aged it; 
NORMAN, aged 8, and ERNEST, aged 
six, 

According to the police, the chil- 
dren were playing in the yard when 
their father called them upstairs to 
his bedroom., There, from the marks 
of the muddy feet, the officers be- 
lieve, he lined the children up in 
front of the bed. 

, Begins His Deadly Work. 

While the ehildren, half frightened, 
were gazing at him, Moschner drew 
a revolver and fired at hig eldest 
daughter, Elsie. The bullet entered 
the head near the left ear, causing 
instant death. 

The other children evidently vroke 
from the room madly. Ernest, the 
youngest child, ‘was found crumpled 
lifeless on the floor, of a closet in the 
front room of the same floor. The 
shot had entered the left side of the 
head just below the temple. 

Mrytle and Norman fled downstairs. 
There Myrtle sought vain refuge in 
a closet, but the insane father’s un- 
erring aim brought her down just as 
she stumbled over the threshhold. 

From appearances only one of the 
children had any chance for self-de- 
fense. Normen, the older boy, was 
found in the coal] bin, his torn clothes 
and a blood-spattered club beside him, 
giving mute evidence of a brave but 
futile struggle. 

Covered Hoodies and Killed Self. 

Moschner then retraced his 
firet covering up Norman’s body with 
rags and boards. Halting at the closet 
on the first floor he covered Myrtle'’s 
body. Then entering his bedroom he 
drew a sheet over Elsie’s form as it 
lay on the bed, and ‘standing beside her 
sent a bullet into hig brain, causing 
instant death. 

Two hours later Mrs. Moschner came 
home. Missing the sounds of the chli- 
dren’s voices and noticing the over- 
turned furniture, she rushed upstairs 
to her husband’s room and found his 
body and Histe’s. She fell in a dead 
faint and when she recovered ran 
shrieking. out of the house to call 
her neighbors. 

Moschner, the police learned, bought 
hig revolver this morning. Up to a 
short time ago, he had been a tuber- 
culosis patient at the state hospital, 
PreViously he had been employed as 
a baker for 23 years. When his healta 
broke down, he bought a delivery wa- 
gon and dGelivered bakehouse goods. 
When he grew too weak for this work 
his wife took up the work. Brooding 
over his poor health, the police think, 
caused his mind to become unbalanced,

RANSOM IS FORCED 


FROM FOREIGNERS 


Reign. of Terror Is Caused 
by Herrera in Chihuahua. 
Herrera Is Opposed Espe- 
cially to Americans. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, April 14.—Vacio- 
vio Herrera, with 400 followers, is 
terrorizing the country 
demanding ransom from foreign resi- 
dents. He declares he is opposed 
eepecially to Americans. 

According to advices received here 
today, Herrera’s band on Sunday en- 
tered the town of Naica and sacked 
stores and residences, taking prisoner 
Jose Bovio, an Italian subject. Bovio 
was released only after the payment 
of $2,400. 

Later the bandits entered the camp 
of workmen building the Conchos riv- 
er dam, demarning 25,000 under 
threat of killing the English heads of 
the construction works. J. W. Fuller, 
the manager, refused, and was tied to 
a burro, which Herrera threatened to 
send down the mountainside. Fuller's 
associates offered $5,000 to prevent the 
act, but Herrera insisted that the sum 
be doubled, which was done after 
much parleying. 

Then the bandits looted the homes 
of the foreign and American workmen, 
robbing the company stores of $7,000 
in merchandise. 

FUGITIVT GENERAL OJEDA 
HAS PEEN FREED ON PAROLE 

Naco, Ariz., April 14.—General Fedro 
Ojeda, federal -commander at Naco, 
Ariz., who surrendered to the Amer- 
ican border patrol yesterday after an 
overwhelming force of Sonora state 
troops had defeated the remnant of the 
army with which he had withstood a 
siege of five days, is at the Mexican 
consulate today, having been released 
on parole.

HUTCHESON 1S URGED 
FOR CHIEF JUSTICE 


Friends Propose His Name for 
Head of Municipal Court 
When Established. 


Hutcheson, well- 
known young attorney, connected with 
Felder, Anderson, Dillon & Whitman, 
are urging him to offer himself as 
chief justice .of the municipal court, 
should the plan proposed by which 
justice courts are to be abolished, pass 
the legislature this summer. 

According to a tentative plan drawn 
up by a committee from the Atlanta 
Bar association, there will be five 
justices in the new court. The chief 
justice will be paid $3,600 per year, 
and the others $3,000. All of them will 
be required to be members of the At- 
lanta bar, and to have had at least 
three year’s practice of law before 
they can be eligible to appointment.

DEATH CALL COMES 
TO. WIDELY KNOWN 


SAVANNAH CITIZEN 


Savannah, Ga., April —.(Special.)— 
| Colonel Jordan F. Brooks, one of 
best known citizens, died 
at his home, No, 211 Thirty-first street, 
east, at 2 o’clock this afternoon. He 
had been in ill health for more than 
a year. For months his condition had 
been critical, and On more than one 
occasion his life had been despaired of 
before the end finally came. 

Colonel Brooks was widely known. He 
was born in Savannah April 10, 1849, 
and always lived here. His acquaint- 
ance was almost unlimited, and he was 
highly esteemed by all who knew him. 
He was active in business and military 
circles, a man of sterling integrity and 
excellent judgment. When the courts 
needed a man whose judgment and in- 
tegrity could be relied upon they se- 
lected Colonel Brooks as receiver, ap- 
praiser or whatever the mission hap- 
pened to be, and in these capacities he 
served many times. 

Ability Was Recognized. 

A few vears ago when an effort was 
made to equalize the property values 
in Chatham county, and an equaliza- 
tion board was appointed by the judge 
of the superior court under authority 
from the general assembly, Colonel 
Brooks was selected as chairman, both 
because he hrd long years of expe- 
rience in the real estate bysimess and 
because of his fairness ing#ll matters 
arising between his fellowmen. 

Colonel Brooks ~7as a son of Jordan 
P. Brooks, who ran a line of mail steam- 
ers from Augusta to Savannah and 
Charleston up to the Civil war. He 
was married itn Savannah in 1876 to 
Miss Susie Adams Royall, daughter of 
the late Dr. Horace J. Royall. The 
children who survive him are Jordan 
F. Brooks, Jr., Horace J., Charles P., 
Frank M., Susie R., Mary and Mar- 
garet. 

Started as Hardware Clerk 

As a you§man Colonel Brooks’ first 
employment was as clerk for the 
Palmer & Deppish hardware firm. He 
had since been engaged in various 
businesses. He was manager of the 
collection department of Garrard & 
Meldrim’s law firm. For al ng time 
he was agent for the New York Life 
Insurance company, and at the time of 
his death he was the Savannah agent 
of the Fidelity and Deposit company, 
of Maryland, and the Commercial Life 
Insurance company, of Savannah. 

No man was prouder of the patriotic 
traditions of his people than vas Col- 
onel Brooks. As early as 1879, he joined 
the Hibernian society, and in after 
years he served as secretary and vice 
president. He was on the honorary 
membership Hst when he died. He 
was a member of the Savannah Be- 
nevolent association and the Knights 
of Columbus. 

He was an active participant in 
military affairs. He was the military 
instructor at the Benedictine college 
from the organization of the school. 
His first military service was with 
the Oglethorpe ight infantry, which 
company he joined April 26, 1872. He 
was appointed adjutant of the First 
volunteer regiment of Georgia, Octo- 
ber 9, 1874, was elected major May 14, 
1877: was elected first HMeutenant of 
the Savannah Cadets, April 30, 1884, 
and made captain Jc-uary 14, 1890. 


Veteran Military Officer. 


He was captain of the Savannah 
Cadets at the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American war. He was then ap- 
pointed lieuten: nt-colonel of ae First 
Georgia infantry, United States volun- 
teers, and served in this capacity 
the regiment Was mustered out Nov- 
ember 18, 1898. He resigned as cap- 
tain of the Cadets January 30, 1899, 
and was elected lieutenant-colonel of 
the First infantry Georgia state troops 
March 20, 1899. January 6, 1900, he 
was placed on the retired list.

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THE BELGIAN STRIKE. 


Industry throughout the densely popu- 
lated kingdom of Belgium is tyreatened 
with absolute paralysis because nearly 


800,000 workmen are in peacef.l rebellion 
azainst suffrage conditions. That is the 
extreme significance of the present indus- 
trial disturbance that has the little Euro- 
pean “buffer state” by the throat, and that 
certainly is unique in nature in history. 
In that the even: introduces to civilization 
the strike as a means to gain political ends 
it is really epochal. 

The’ whole trouble lies in Belgium's elec-

CONTROLLING TUBERCULOSIS 


The Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, whose chief function it is to stand 
between every Man, woman and child in 
this city and the great white plague, asks 
the small sum of $5,000 that it may con- 
tinue a work of first importance to the 
community. The annual up-keep of the as- 
sociation is $10,000. Its promoters, who 
are among the most representative men 
and women in Atlanta, believe they can 
secure half that amount from the city and 
the county and otiier sources, if the people 
of Atlanta will subscribe $5,00v. 

The sum asked should be easily raised. 
The association is not asking co-operation 
from’ the philanthropic standpoint. It js 
appealing to that more intimate human in-

stinct of self-preservation. Humanitarian- 
ism might not move you to give one penny 
to the work. But when you consider that 
the consumptive menaces you on the street, 
in the trolleys, in all public places, in your 
very home, and that the negre is as much, 
or more, a threat as the white man or 
woman, the matter takes on a more per- 
sonal aspect. 

The anti-tuberculosis association is reach- 
ing the most dangerous class of tuberculars 
in the city, and that is the indigent or 
ignorant sick. Its nurses gp into negro 
hovels, which may be sheltering clothes 
that go into your homes or women that 
cook your meals, spot the conbumptive who 
is a reckless spreader of contagion, treat 
the ecase and issue stringent warning as 
to measures to prevent contagion. In the 
four years of the association’s history it has 
treated and cured or relieved a large num- 
ber of cases. Unquestionably, a great 
many innocent lives have been saved simply 
by the precautions the preaching of which 
is part of the association's creed. The 
workers of the organization realize that 
disease and its transmission respec. no 
color or ward lines. A tubercular negro 
is as great a menace to the entire com- 
munity as a tubercular white. Both races, 
all ages, alike receive their intelligent at- 
tention. 

Here is one local movement in which 
every inhabitant of this city has a life-and- 
death iaterest. The paltry fund it is asking 
should be over-subscribed in record time. 


THE UNRULY SCHOLAR. 
The problem of the occasional obstrep- 
erous scholar, the care of which often re- 
tards the progress of a whole class, would 


soon be solved if all counties dealt with 
him as does the county of Newton.

refusal either to obey or) study is quite 
another thing. 
After a reasonable time of probation, 


the fractious student shou be suspended 
or expelled. The teacher's) function is the 
imparting of knowledge to| the ninety and 
nine who attend to receive /it, not the daily 
subjugation of insurgent pupils. To retain 
that sort in a school rogm after it 
become evident they do nat intend to sub 
mit to discipline, is to warp the entire 
educational theory and to |put an injustice 
upon the remainder of the scholars. No 
teacher can properly discharge his or her 
duties, when a large part ot energy is taken 
up in dealing with misbehavior. The or- 
derly majority is either Heprived of the 
advantages for which the state and their 
parents are making sacrifices, or they be- 
come hopelessly infected by the recalci- 
trant student. | 

The ideal system is that followed at 
West Point and Annapolis. These great 
schools operate on the assumption that 
pupils come to learn and that decent be- 
havior is the first corollary to taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunities provided. If 
that requirement is ignored, then the of- 
fender has to go instead of being allowed 
to remain and interfere with the rights of 
those who attend to study and not to “rough 
house.” The West Point and Annapolis 
principle, with adaptations, of course, would 
work wonders if introduced in our general 
educational system. Decree that continuous 
misbehavior automatically voids the educa- 
tional opportunities of the student, and 
the penalty will quickly enough rouge neg- 
lectful parents to their futies—and it is 
from neglect at home that the bad boy 
generally acquires the viciousness that 
makes him a problem at school. Certainly 
the public school system was not created 
primarily to undo the work of indifferent 
parents.

| New News of Yesterday 


A Veteran Editer’s Idea of What Re- 
porting Should Be. 


(Copyright, 1913, for The Be aspect 
By E. J. Edwa 

A few months after the presidential cam- 
paign of 1872 I was invited by the late Sam- 
uel Bowles, proprietor of the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican, to spend an afternoon 
with him. Mr. Bowles was at that time one 
of the great personal influences in American 
newspaper life. He had established for hie 
paper a national reputation. This was an 
achievement all the more remarkable be- 
cause at the time of Mr. Bowles’ death 
Springfield was a city of not over 50,000 
inhabitants. He was one of the newspaper 
group which was influential in organizing 
the liberal republican party in 1872, which 
nominated Horace Greeley for president. 

In the course of conversation with Mr. 
Bowles at the time of my call upon him 
at his request he spoke with enthusiasm of 
what he regarded as a very important 
change in the methods of newspaper re- 
porting. 

“Until recently,” said Mr. Bowics, “re- 
parting has been only a kind of shorthand 
work. Reporters were expected to stick ab- 
solutely to facts. Now, I regard it as of 
prime importance that accuracy of state- 
ment of facts should be exacted of every 
reporter. I do think, héwever, that facts 
may be made highly interesting or they 
may be as dreary as a multiplication table. 

“One of the great American editors is 
quoted as having said to his reporters: “You 
stick to facts; we will take care of opinion 
upon the editorial page.’ It always seemed 
to me that that was a mistaken point of 
view. Unless a reporter writes his facts as 
a business man would writ@ an invoice 
he must look at matters which he reports 
from a certain personal point of view. Now 
the moment that a personal point of view 
is allowed then opinions are added to ar 
statement of facts. But these opinions may 
give nothing but vivid coloring to accurare 
statement of facts. 

‘I can best illustrate this by saying 
that Prof. Tyndall will take a mass of scien- 
tific facts and in a popular lecture make thein 
extraordinarily interesting. That is because 
he colors the facts with his own imaging. 
By that I do not mean tmagination; I mean 


imaging, which is a very different thing. 
Now, I think that American journalism, so 
far as reporting is concerned, is in the 


course of change, and that we are certain to 
have after a little while vivid, brilliant, 
highly interesting and very instructive re- 
porting without in any way impairing ac- 
curate statement of facts. 

“There is a writer connected with the New 
York Sun—lI believe his name is Cummings 
—who, in my opinion, has set an example 
worthy of imitation by all ambitious re- 
porters. He Knows how to write a re- 
port so that in addition to its containing 


accurate statement of fact it is also a vivid 
picture quite as 


interesting as anything 
in romantic fiction. 

“He is setting an example which I be- 
lieve will be sure to lead by and by to the 
publication of our newspapers of by far tlie 
best literary and artistic writing done by 
reporters. 

“By and by there will an opportunity 
come, I think, for just this kind of re- 
porting by members of my own staff.” 

Some years later, I spent an evening with 
Amos J. Cummings, a day or two before 
his departure for New York to take his seat 
as a member of congress, representing a 
New York city district, the first of several 
terms of service of that kind. We were talk- 
ing reminiscently so that opportunity was 
opened for me to tell Mr. Cummings what 
Samuel Bowles had said of his picturesque, 
vivid, accurate and yet brilliant use of the 
news story. I also said to him that Mr. 
Bowles told me that he had set up Mr. Cum- 
mings as a model for some of his own re- 
porters to follow, for he bhelieved that the 
day and occasion would come when in the 
columns of his own paper there would be 
fine illustration of what he called the im- 
aging kind kind of reporting. 

“Well, it did come,” said Mr. Cummings. 
“You say you talked with Mr. Bowles in 
the winter of 1873, when he spoke of my 
reporting. Well, in a little over a year there 
occurred the sudden and tremendous flood 
north of Springfield, which cost a good many 
lives and the destruction of a large amount 
of property. I was at that time connected 
with the New York Sun. I remember read- 
ing the .account of that flood which was 
printed in the Springfield Republican. I 
called the attention of my reporters to ‘t 
and I said that the Springfield Repub- 
lican had printed the most graphic, bril- 
liant and vivid report of that awful flood 
which had appeared in any newspaper in 
the country. 

“And it is my recollection that I wrote 
to Mr. Bowles, or to his managing editor, 
complimenting him upon what I regarded as 
one of the finest specimens of vivid, vet ac- 
curate reporting that I had ever read.”

No one was ever able to discover whv 
Harrison remained away so long and allowed 
the injustice to be done to the Perry family, 
but the mystery is also still unsolved as to 
why the Perrys told such extraordinary and 
misleading stories as to jeopardize their own 
lives. 

The disappearance of Harrison, briefly 
told, is as follows: He left his house in the 
afternoon and walked, or was supposed to 
have walked, two miles to Charringworth to 
collect his lady’s rents. When he did not 
return late in the evenig his domestic, John 


Perry, was sent In search of him. That 
night neither master nor man returned. In 
the morning a son of Harrison started in 


search, and met Perry returning without his 
master. | 


They both started to discover the where- 
abouts of Harrison, but succeeded only in 
finding a hat, comb and bloody band belong- 
ing to the supposed murdered man. On hear- 
ing of the discovery the public generally 
started to search for the murdered man. The 
mysterious way John Perry acted led to his 
being accused of the crime. Even the lying 
story he told was correborated by several 
men he named. Perry even stateu tuset his 
mother and brother Richard had frequentiy 
asked him to tell them where Harrison went 
to collect rents, and that he believed they 
had murdered him. 

On the streneth of John’s timpossine far- 
rago of insane falsehoods, all three were 
arrested, were tried and were executed. 
Strange as it may seem in view of their 
innocence, they pleaded guilty to the rob- 
bery, because some one whispered to them to 
do so, for the crime was covered by the act 
of pardon and oblivion passed by Charles 
II. at his happy restoration. 

At a later trial they all pleaded innocent, 
but this'did not save her. Joan was hanged 
first. Richard came next, but not until after 
he had made a plea to his brother John to 
clear his character by a dying declaration. 
Finally, when John’s turn came, he said he 
knew nothing of his master’s death, nor what 
had become of him. It has always been pre- 
sumed that John at least had an inkling 
of the real state of the case. 

Nearly three years after three persons 
were hung for his murder, William Harrison 
suddenly reappeared. Where had the old 
man been? He explained in a letter to Str 
Thomas Overbury, but his tale is as hard to 
believe as that of John Perry. 

He said he left his honse to collect rents, 
was waylaid by highwaymen, was hand- 
cuffed and carried away. For several days 
his kidnapers kept him tn seclusion, and 
finally he was put on board ship. No expla- 
nation was ever forthcoming as to what his 
kidnapers wanted with him, for he was 790 
years old, and had little money in his pos- 
session, and one of the stories he told was 
how his abductors had kept him freely sup- 
plied with money. 

He declared that he was finally sold to a 
physician at Smyrna, who was 87 years old. 
The Turk died in a very short time, and 
Harrison gave varied tales as to the trouble 
he had getting back to his own country. 

The inference in the mystery is that for 
some reason Harrison's presence at Campden 
was inconvenient to somebody. He had 
lived through most troubled times, and had 
come into a changed state of affairs with 
new masters. He knew some secrets of these 
troubled times, and he was a witness better 
out of the way. He was, therefore, spirited 
away. But for what reason, and why did 
those who instigated his abduction allow 
three innocent persons to be executed as 
murderers? |

700.000 WORKMEN 
QUIT IN BELGIUN 


General Response to the Call 
for Strike to Force Grant 
of Manhood Suffrage—No 
Disorder Reported. 


Brussels April 14.—The great strike 
of workingmen in Belgium to force the 
government to grant manhood suf- 
frage began today and at nightfall it 
was estimated that 200,000 men through- 
out the country had quit work. This 
number is at least 100,000 short of the 
socialist predictions, and the clericalist 
press is beginning to call the move- 
ment “a pitiable fiasco.” 

Nevertheless the strike 
freater strength than ‘was expected 
by impartial observers, and because 
of the fact that the numbers increased 
as the day advanced, ![t is generally 
believed the strikers will be reinforced 
by severa] thousands tomorrow.

The only act of “sabotage” occurred 
in a suburb where three big machines 
in a leather factory were damaged. 

Brussels is not an industrial center. 
There are about 50,000 workmen here, 
of whom less than 20,000 are out. 

The first workmen to take part 
the movement were the night shift of 
the mines and mills throughout the 
country. They left the various plants 
in charge of a few caretakers, led off 
by the socialist leaders to Keep the 
property from deteriorating. 

Reports from the provinces tell of 
complete or nearly complete stoppage 
of work at Liege, Chalero!l, Mons, La 
Louviere and smaller cities. 

At Mons there are 40,00 Ostrikers, 
and at La Louviere 26,000, most of 
them belonging to the metl, carriage 
building and tobacco trades. 

At the great seaport of Antwerp the 
strike did not appear until late in the 
day, and then only affected a part of 
the dock laborers.

WATERWORKS PROJECT 


Atlanta Will Soon Need New 
Water Supply, Declares 
Alderman Van Dyke. 


Council will be asked by Alderman 
Arthur H. Van Dyke to appoint a 
committee of five to make an investi- 
Eation of his $2,000,000 new water- 
works project. 

The resolution giving such authority 
will be offered in council by Alderman 
Van Dyke next Monday. He will ask 
Mayor Pro Tem. Warren to appoint 
Councilmen Claude L. Ashley, W. G. 
Humphrey and three other members. 

“I would Hke to have a man like 
Councilman Ashley on the committee 
because of his technical ability as an 
engineer,” Alderman Van DyKe says. 
“Countilman Humphrey’ should be 
named on the committee because he is 
a member of the finance committee, 
and I shall request Mayor Pro Tem. 
Warren to name himself because he 
is chairman of the water committee.” 


Will Not Rush Project. 


Alderman Van Dyke says it is not 
his aim to rush his project through.. 
What he seeks is to have the city to 
make al] the necessary plans so that 
it can connect with the water supply 
in the north Georgia mountains in the 
next three or four years. Alderman 
Van Dyke says that in three years 
the Chattahoochee river, from which 
the city pumps 20,000,000 of water ev- 
ery 24 hours, will have become s80

Los Angeles is 
spending $50,000,000 to bring water 
from a river 250 miles away, and New 
York is spending almost twice that 
amount to pipe ‘tts drinking water 
supply from the heart of the Catskill 
mountains. ° 

The Amicola river, in Habersham 
county, not more than eighty miles 
away, catches the purest water than 
can be found in the United States. 1* 
affords a supply of at least 80,000,000" 
sallons every twenty-four hours. The 
water shed, gbove the proposed point 
of diversion, consists of 40,000 acres 
of rough mountain land, which can be 
bought for $156,000, and the proposed 
acqueduct couid be built for $850,000.

While not willing to make any for- 
mal announcement of his views, Presi- 
dent Wilson let some of his callers 
know today that he would not object 
to the passage of the bill in the same 
form as Mr. Taft vetoed It. 

President Wilson does not favor at- 
taching general legislation to appro- 
priation bills, but he does not regard 
the particular provision to which ob- 
jection was made as one that estab- 
lishes a rule of future law with re- 
spect to Jabor unions or farmers’ or- 
ganization. He looks upon it much 
as did many members of congress, as 
a provision effective only during the 
life of the bill, and not as affecting 
substantive laws.
